Overwhelmed at 
s?a by a fog that defied the keenest 
eyes to pierce, he stuck lo the bridge 
of his Ijig ship, I he I-'i iesland, l)ouii(l 
from Liverpiioi to Pliiladelpliia, for 
ioT hours — live dajs and four nights— 
without a v\ iiilv- of -,leep. 

Nothing could niove him from his 
p( sl. He kept himself up on coffee, 
lea and .sand wlclies. always on the 
iookout for the accident which all on 
board feared might happen. Grate-- 
ful passengers prepared a memorial to 
bim opon their safe arrival, as others 
iiave done on other voyages. Two 
years ago Capt .\ pfeld saved his sliip's 
company, tlnaigh his ship, the Waes 
land, lun intnlty the ll:irmoniJes,sank 
i n twenty fdur minutes. Anotlici 
lime he saviri the .Nourdland by lead 
ing the way into t he hold tilled with 
blazing wax, paraffin and oil, and ind 
by inch lighting back the flames until 
they were quenched. He tells hert 
the story of bis exciting cxpcricuce 
upon tlie request of the World Maga- 
zine.

1 
lost tlie Waesland in the ocean on 
Holyhead Ireland. She went down in 
twenty-four minutes after the Haroi- 
onides ran into her in 1902. 

A fog is not so bad if you keep your 
liead and leave intoxicants alone. If 
you have a well disciplined ship and 
don't fall asleep youmelf yon will reap 
the l)enetit when danger comes in the 
fog. Then, you see, there is no wind 
or else tlie fo^ would b'o.v away. Willi 
no wind you can hear the whistles of 
other ves.sels a long way olT.andso you 
liave plenty of time to do what should 
be done. You hear the whistle tbe 
first time— do nothing. Too bear it 
again— now you can locate it. 

I knew this would be easy if I only 
stayed on the bridge, and so I staved. 
It was a pretty hard job, but I'm all 
right now.
